U.S. Holdings 
Of Gold Gain 


Nation Has 52 Pct. 
Of World Monetary 
Reserve, Report 


WASHINGTON (lP— An overnight 
increase of $35,927,415 in the Treas- 
ury’s inactive gold fund sent the gov- 
ernment’s total gold holdings above 
$12,000,000,000. More than 52 per cent 
of the estimated world’s monetary gold 
reserves, the ‘Treasury’s daily state- 
ment for June 1, revealed today. 


At the same time the inactive fund, 
depository for gold purchased under 
the sterilization program, increased to 
$793,861,973. 


It is estimated that the total world 
monetry gold stocks aggregate $22,900,- 
000,000. Six nations are believed to 
hold approximately 89 per cent of the 
total. Latest avilable figures indicate 
that Great Britain has at least $1,- 
600,000,000; France $2,900,000,000, and 
Switzerland, the Netherlands and Bel- 
gium, between $600,000,000 and $650,- 
000,000 each.
